Temporary repairs begin on 23rd Street

The section of 23rd Street south of the 
Lutheran church is a little easier on the 
internal organs, now that the potholes have 
been filled in with road crush, but the town 
isn’t done with the readjust yet. 

“As of right now," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal, “our guys have recently been out 
doing a basic patch job. They laid out some 
gravel and put calcium on it to knock down 
the dust.” 


Wittal said hopefully they can maintain it 
like that for the next month without put¬ 
ting too much money into it. 

“What we’re going to do with it now," 
said Wittal, “is West-Can is going to come 
and reseal that.” 

Wittal said that it’s the foundation of the 
road that needs major work, which is the 
reason that the road is in poor shape. But 
for now, the town will be resealing the 
asphalt until they decide what to do with 
what’s under the road. 

“They’ll basically st rip off the top layer of 


asphalt and resurface it," said Wittal, 
adding that West-Can was scheduled to do 
the work this month but has had to push it 
to September, between weather issues and 
other jobs. 

He said the reason the foundation of the 
road is not going to l>e fixed right away is 
that a group from Quebec bought some 
land in the southwest comer of the town 
and their development will have to be serv¬ 
iced by the lines miming under 23 Street. 

However, in order for the land to be serv¬ 
iced, the underground lines will have to be 


upgraded, meaning the entire road will 
have to be tom out and rebuilt. Because 
the developers haven't been doing any¬ 
thing with the land, town council has 
decided to simply resurface the asphalt for 
now and wait until the developers decide 
what they will do with the land. 

Wittal said that the new layer of asphalt 
should hold up for five to 10 years, with a 
relatively low cost of $65,(KM). He added 
that this is not a permanent fix, but will 
allow enough time for the town to figure 
out how to best approach the situation. 


Designs approved for new strip mall

On Aug. 9, the Didsbury Municipal 
Planning commission approved the pro¬ 
posed design for a new strip mall. 

The mall, which will be about 4.407 sq. 
m., will be going in between the Mountain 
View Credit Union ;ind A(i Foods on a par¬ 
cel of land owned by Cayenne Holdings. 

Dale Shippelt, a representative for 
Cayenne Holdings, said that Didsbury was 
a bit of a strategic choice. 

“We looked at the opportunity there," 
said Shippelt, “the community is growing 
quickly. Provincial statistics indicate that 
it’s a community with opportunity and 
there’s prime real estate available." 


Construction is scheduled for fall of this 
year, and the complex will have 10 suites, 
each measuring about l,180sq.ft. 

Shippelt said that if one suite is not 
enough for a potential tenant, multiple 
suites can be leased and connected easily. 

“If somebody wants two suites," he said, 
“they can take out two leases and put them 
together." Shippelt added that each suite 
will have its own air conditioning and be 
self-contained. 

“We won’t put the walls in until it’s leased 
out,” he said, “so if somebody requires a 
larger space, they can develop it as they 
see fit.” 

Shippelt said that he’s confident the new 
building will fit right in. 

The complex conforms to the Dow ntown 


Heritage Core Plan, the purpose of which, 
said Mayor Brian Wittal, is to maintain the 
historical ambience of downtown. 

“Any new buildings that are going to be 
built art* required to meet certain stan¬ 
dards," said Wittal, “as far as the appear¬ 
ance of their buildings go. They have to 
have some kind of a historical context to 
them." He explained that this is so they 
will fit in with the other buildings that dec¬ 
orate main street. 

“We don’t want to see new metal clad 
buildings in beside our brick buildings," 
Wittal added. “The people of Didsbury 
have said that (the buildings are) part of 
the charm, the character, and the history 
of the town, and they want us to maintain 
that." 


He mentioned the credit union building, 
which is a newer building, but has an old- 
style look to it. 

The construction date is tentative, said 
Shippelt. 

“The actual start of construction," he 
said, “depends on when the engineers 
finalize their drawings.” 

He added that pricing is pending a pre¬ 
liminary cost evaluation of the construc¬ 
tion costs. 

He added that the situation is looking 
good as fin as potential tenants go, howev¬ 
er, he said he can’t get into too many 
specifics at this t ime.

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Court rejects 'Grammar Granny 1 plea bargain

A provincial court judge 
has rejected a pica bargain 
deal for an Olds man who 
pleaded guilty to being 
responsible in the highway 
crash death of a nationally 
recognized Ontario univer¬ 
sity professor who was 
affectionately dubbed the 
“Grammar Granny". 

“This is a serious 
offence. It addresses sim¬ 
ple negligence,” said Judge 
Patrick McIIhargey. “There 
is nothing to indicate he 
has changed what he was 
doing. 1 am not prepared to 
accept the joint submis¬ 
sion.” 

McIIhargey ordered a 
pre-sentence report be 
prepared for the sentenc¬ 
ing of 20-year-old Dilan 
Cole Kolb, a native of Olds, 
who admitted responsibili¬ 
ty in the Oct. (i, 2011 death 
of 62-year-old Georgia 
Lyons, of North Bay, Ont. A 
date for Kolb’s sentencing 
will be set Aug. 20. 

The Olds man pleaded 
guilty March 21 to failing 


to proceed safely after 
stopping at an intersec¬ 
tion. a charge under the 
Provincial Offences 
Procedures Act Rules of 
Road. The

and that the Olds man felt

Lyons, a passenger in t he 
front seat of the Nissan, 
died in the collision. She 
was in Alberta at the time 
visiting family in Calgary. 
The driver of the vehicle, 
Lyons’ daughter Rachel 
Irwin, suffered serious 
injuries, including a punc¬ 
tured lung, fractured ribs, 
a concussion and a shat¬ 
tered left leg. Lyons’ grand¬ 
daughter, Isabella 

Tourville, who was seated 
in the back, was not 
injured. Court was told 
Kolb suffered no “signifi¬ 
cant” injuries. 

Meanwhile, Lyons’ death 
devastated her many 
friends and fellow employ¬ 


ee's at Nipissing University 
in North Bay, where she 
was a beloved and 
respected figure. Lyons 
was even recognized in a 
2010 Maclean’s magazine 
article, which honoured 
her contributions to the 
institution. 

“Her death was devastat¬ 
ing for our students. She 
was loved by all. She had a 
great sense of humour and 
was kind and open-heart¬ 
ed,” said Dan Pletzer, 
director of institutional 
research and planning at 
the university. 

Pletzer, who was Lyons’ 
immediate supervisor, said 
the deceased professor 
was the Academic Skills 
Progrant coordinator who 
oversaw the program’s 
centre and the 15 to 20 stu¬ 
dents who helped others 
work through writing chal¬ 
lenges. 

“She saw several stu¬ 
dents every day and 
worked with them during 
the evenings and on week¬ 
ends,” said Pletzer, adding 
it was common practice 
for Lyons to work with 


international students and 
bring them to her farm just 
outside North Bay for 
meals. “Apart from that 
she took a leading role in 
organizing the university’s 
annual International Food 
Fair.” 

Before Lyons’ tragic 
death she had just 
returned from a special 
invitation business trip to 
India where she was per¬ 
sonally invited to assist 
students and staff at the 
Writing Centre at 
Chowgule College in Goa, 
India. Her work there 
focused on styles of writ¬ 
ing, structuring of proj¬ 
ects, and public speaking. 

Immediately following 
Lyons’ death the university 
held a memorial service. 
The school also estab¬ 
lished an endowed bursary 
fund to keep the memory 
of “Grammar Granny” 
alive at Nipissing 
University. 

The institution success¬ 
fully raised $5,<XH) for the 
bursary, which was 
matched by the Ontario 
provincial government.

With the 2012 Summer 
Olympic Games now in the

Whatever the discus¬ 
sions, and they will he pas¬ 
sionate, the London Games 
did produce remarkable 
moments for Canadian ath¬ 
letes, most drawn from the 
competitions, some front 
the venues of competition. 

1 lowever, none was more 
moving than the drama, 
excitement and promise of 
excellence that was put for¬ 
ward by the Canadian 
women’s national soccer 
team, a squad that was writ¬ 
ten off just last year after a 
disastrous last-place finish 
at the World Cup.

It was a collective 
spirit of solidarity and pas 
sion across the country not 
seen since, well, maybe as 
far back as 1972 when the 
upstart Soviet national 
hockey team was skating 
circles around Canada’s 
best NHL players in the 
first half of the historic 
Summit Series. 

But four decades ago 
Canadians expected their 
hockey team to win. There 
were few anywhere across 
the land that believed the 
Soviets had any chance of 
giving the Canadian profes¬ 
sionals a competitive game. 
And through all the heart¬ 
stopping drama of that 
series Canadians were one 
voice in their support for 
the men who were repre¬ 
senting the country and the 


game they adore. 

And yes, Canadians were 
also all caught up in 2010 
during the Vancouver 
Winter Olympics when the 
country’s professional 
hockey squad was driving 
for gold. But then again, 
Canada was supposed to 
win. Hockey is, after all, 
forever Canada's game. 



But soccer? No way. It is 
that so-called “beautiful” 
game for those across the 
great pond. It is not hockey. 
It is, in the national sense, a 
sport for “others.” 

But the ladies of the pitch 
have changed this mindset, 
perhaps forever. 

They played with the 
heart, determination and 
courage of a pride of lions, 
a description typically 
reserved for Canada's best 
hockey teams over the past 
century. 

While doing so, each and 
every player on the national 
team stole the hearts of 
Canadians. 

Against the Americans, a 
team rich in talent and skill, 
the ladies took the best in 
the world to the brink. 
Sinclair, in a performance 
most soccer experts con¬ 
sider one of the greatest 
ever seen in women’s soc¬ 
cer, notched a remarkable 
three goals in the 4-3 loss. 

Exhausted physically and 
emotionally, the team mus¬ 
tered every ounce of energy 
and desire to pull off a 
bronze-medal victory 
against France, also a team 
of superior skill. One can 
easily say, however, that 
this squad, so motivated, so 
hungry to be the very best, 
could not possibly lose to 
France. Canada’s ladies of 
the pitch were firmly held 
in the grip of destiny.

Health inquiry no time for whitewash

The Redford government 
has announced plans to 
conduct an inquiry into 
expense claims at the for¬ 
mer Capital Health 
Authority. 

Following revelations 
that senior executive 
Allaudin Merali made huge 
expense claims, Health 
Minister Fred Home says 
the probe will cover 
expenses from 2005-2008. 

“Like all Albertans, 1 was 
outraged to learn of these 
events,” said Home. “But 
unlike all Albertans, I am 
accountable to them for 
the operation of our 
health-care system. 

“Accordingly, I have 
taken the actions to get to 
the bottom of what hap¬ 
pened and to put measures 
in place to ensure no recur¬ 
rence of such unaccept¬ 
able practices." 

According to Horne, 
those “actions” will include 
not only an examination of 
the specifics of the Merali 


case, but will also give the 
independent audit firm 
conducting the probe the 
authority to “expand its 
review should other ques¬ 
tionable practices and 
expenses be uncovered.” 





With the widespread 
public outrage that fol¬ 
lowed the Merali expense 
revelations - including 
front-page coverage by 
many media outlets - it’s 
not surprising that the 
Tories have announced 
that this inquiry will take 
place. 

Official opposition 


leader Danielle Smith says 
the pressure is definitely 
on the Redford Tories to 
provide answers. 

“Either Mr. Home was 
aware of Merali’s question¬ 
able past and is now 
wrongly claiming igno¬ 
rance to save his skin, or 
he really didn’t have a clue 
that the man he endorsed 
for controller and later 
allowed to become 
Superboard CFO had a 
documented history of rip¬ 
ping off taxpayers,” said 
Smith. 

“This kind of sloppy 
background work is hardly 
the performance of a min¬ 
ister who exercises good 
judgment or who knows 
what’s happening in his 
department.” 

What exactly the inquiry 
will uncover of course 
remains to be seen. 
Nevertheless, despite the 
final outcome, several big 
questions will remain. 

First, with the Capital 
Health Authority being 
only one of several health 
authorities operating in 


the province in the 2005- 
2008 period, were there 
similar gross overcharges 
made and approved in 
West Central Alberta? And 
if so, what PC MLAs knew 
about them and did noth¬ 
ing? 

Second and perhaps 
more importantly, are such 
claims continuing in 2012, 
despite the fact that ordi¬ 
nary Albertans continue to 
face long waits for care in a 
health system chronically 
short of cash? 

“If Albertans are going to 
have confidence in our 
health-care system, it is 
imperative that they know 
we are doing everything 
we can to ensure we never 
see something like this 
again,” said Health 
Minister Home. 

If the Redford govern¬ 
ment really does want 
Albertans to “have confi¬ 
dence in our health-care 
system" then an independ¬ 
ent review of all AIIS exec¬ 
utive expenses and Tory 
MIA oversight is needed 
and needed now.

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Residents urged to use bus service

In the wake of Didsbury 
opting out of the Tri- 
Comniunity Transit serv¬ 
ice, Enid Martin, a member 
of the initiative’s commit¬ 
tee is urging residents of 
Carstairs to continuing 
using the bus service. 

At a meeting held in 
Carstairs on August 10, the 
committee for the service 
answered questions and 
discussed the benefits of 
the service, hoping to rally 
residents together, in order 
to keep the service. 

The Tri-Cmmunity 
Transit initiative is a pilot 
project that allows resi¬ 
dents of Carstairs, 
Cremona and Didsbury 
better access to essential 
services in Airdrie and 
Calgary. 

The project which began 
in January has been sup¬ 
ported through donations 
and had a budget of 
$56,000 to work with. 
Mountain View County and 
Cremona also offered ini¬ 
tial support to tlie project. 


Rocky View Regional 
Handibus Society (RVRHS) 
is working with the com¬ 
mittee to provide a trans¬ 
portation service that 
allows residents who don’t 
drive, or who can’t drive, 
an opportunity to get to 
and from doctor anil spe¬ 
cialist appointments and 
other necessary trips into 
Calgary or Airdrie. 

In July, Didsbury opted 
out of the bus service, stat¬ 
ing that only three of its 
residents used the service 
and that they would rather 
see the money go towards 
local services instead of 
regional services. This 
came as a disappointment 
to Didsbury councillor 
Peter Versluys who is also 
the chair of the project’s 
committee. 

Members of the Carstairs 
office of Family and 
Community Support 
Services remain hopeful 
though, if they can get 
enough residents interest¬ 
ed in using the service, 
they may be able to save 
it. 

There have been 82 trips 
since June, making up 


about 8,!HM) kilometres and 
residents of ('arstairs make 
up for 82 percent of the 
requests for the service. 

Martin reminded those in 
attendance to urge fellow 
residents to make use of 
t he service if needed. 

“As they say, use it or 
lose it. It’s taken four years 
to pull this project and 
service together, we would 
hate to lose it,” she said, 
adding that the service is 
not just for seniors. 

The service is also for 
low-income families or 
individuals who can’t 
afford the more expensive 
options such as taxi rides 
into the city, which can 
cost $100 one way. 

The next step of the proj¬ 
ect is the re-evaluation of 
the service, to collect feed¬ 
back from users and the 
community and see what 
changes should be and 
need to be made. 

The future of the project 
will be decided at a com¬ 
mittee meeting on 
September 4.
